Thiele drafted a letter to Gov. Kathy Hochul to 
show “broad-based support” for the fund legislation 
awaiting her signature, which would give the five 


towns the ability to raise money for affordable hous- 


‘ing in a similar way to how money is raised for the 


successful Community Preservation Fund. There is 
“universal support” for the Act, which-passed both 
houses earlier this year, he said, but that was also 
the case in 2019 when a similar proposal made it to 


‘then-Governor Andrew Cuomo’s desk and he vetoed 
it amid a budget shortfall to-send a message about |

different,” Thiele said in an interview on Tuesday

Because the legislation is subject to a public ref- 


erendum, it will ultimately be the voters in the five ~ 


towns who get the final say on establishing such a 
housing fund.

Thiele says “advocacy and education” is impor- 


tant, especially with a new governor and because of _ 


the fact that the similar bill was vetoed two years’ 
_ago. The letter will help distinguish the most recent 


legislation. 

Had the proposal gone through in 2019, “There 
would be a pretty big nest egg for affordable housing 
already,” Thiele said. Before the pandemic, the av- 
erage revenue the five towns collected cumulatively 
for the Community Preservation Fund had been 
about $90 million annually. “In the oe 12 months, 
it’s generated $250 million.” 

This week, East Hampton Town Supervisor Peter 
Van Scoyoc signed his name to the letter. 

“Affordable housing remains a pressing need in 
our community in order to accommodate members 
of our workforce and young people who are central 


to a vibrant, diverse year-round community,” he 


said in a statement on Monday. “An ongoing funding 
source for affordable housing projects will enable us 
to move forward more quickly with a variety of proj- 
ects without unduly burdening taxpayers.” 


DEC Loses Latest Round in Sand Land Court Fight .

An appeals court panel has rejected a New York 
State Department of Environmental Conservation 
motion to stay a ruling that nixed the DEC’s permit 
for a Sand Land, a controversial Noyac sand mine. 


The Appellate Division, Third Department panel 


ruled by a 3-2 margin against a motion, which 
would have allowed the mine to continue operating 
while the case proceeds. It is unclear if the DEC will 
ask the state’s highest court, the Court of Appeals, 
to hear the case. 

“Tt is now time for the state DEC to respect the 
rule of law,” state Assemblyman Fred Thiele (I-Sag 


Harbor) said. “Instead of wasting time and money 


on continued litigation, the more prudent course © 


of action would be to enforce the law, protect water 
quality and the environment, and close the mine.” 

_ The appellate division previously ruled that the 
DEC erred in granting the permit allowing Sand 
Land to operate in a town be mining is prohib- 
ited. 

_ The mine has raised concerns that it could impact 
drinking water quality by removing sand that filters 
water seeping into the aquifer from where water is 
drawn. Neighbors have also raised concerns that 
the mine has been operating after the court ruling 
and the town issuing a stop-work order.

The Shinnecock Indian Nation is getting $18 mil- 
lion in funding to complete ongoing construction 
of a cannabis dispensary in Southampton after re- 
cently inking a new deal with TILT Holdings Inc., a 
Phoenix-based business consultant. _ 

TILT will finance, build and provide management 
services for the Shinnecock’s cannabis business, 
Little Beach Harvest, through a joint venture in 
partnership with the nation’s cannabis project de- 
velopment firm, Conor Green. 

“We believe our expertise in cannabis operations 
along with Shinnecock’s thought-leadership and 


cultural connection to plant medicine will deliver 
economic growth for the region, while cementing 
the Nation as a leader in cannabis operations among 
Indigenous communities,” said TILT Holdings CEO 
Gary Santo. 

TILT said its team will work closely with Little 
Beach Harvest to educate, train and employ tribal 
members at the planned two-story dispensary with a 
drive through, wellness lounge and 60,000-square- 
foot cultivation, processing, extraction and packag- 
ing facility. 

“Through our partnership with TILT, we will not 
only create dozens of jobs and jump start careers, 
but will also cultivate business relationships with 


other tribal business owners, generating growth 
for indigenous communities,” said Chenae Bullock, 
member of the Shinnecock Nation and managing

everal weeks ago, I 

wrote a story in Dan’s 
Papers about hurricanes and 
their recent inability to hit 
the Hamptons. Not long ago we 
had major hurricanes every two or 
three years. Trees would fall. Roofs 
would blow off. Back then, practi- 
cally none of these hurricanes ever 
got stuck in the Gulf of Mexico, unable 
to get here. But in the last 20 years, 


_ we've still gotten hurricanes, but al-. 


most none of them have come here. 
All rattle around in the Gulf of Mexico 
before burning themselves out. 
However, I had come across a scien- 
tific study in The New York Times that 


gave proof of why this was happening. . 


With global warming, the Gulf Stream 
in the Atlantic Ocean was weakening. 
Hurricanes coming across the Atlan- 
tic that got pulled north by the Gulf 
‘Stream were no longer doing so. Re- 
sult? We were free from hurricanes. 


I hesitated to write about this. Be- 


cause I was certain that if I did, al- 
most immediately, we'd get hit with a 
major hurricane. Such is the Rattiner 
jinx. But I had the facts. I published 
this story. 

Just one week later, the fierce tropi- 
cal storm Henri turned north as hur- 
ricanes used to do and headed our 
way. And the media reacted hysteri- 
cally. It would become the worst thing 
to hit the Hamptons in 30 years, they 
warned. Officials urged mass evacu- 
ations. Power was sure to go out for 
weeks. Winds would exceed a hun- 
dred miles an hour. Trees would crash 
into homes. Ships would be blown 
across Montauk Highway. Waves 
would be 20 to 30 feet high. Stay at 
home if you don’t evacuate. Or shelter 
in our firehouses and schools. This is 
a full-blown emergency. 

In response, stores boarded up 
their windows. Dozens of cars lined 
up single file at every gas station to 
be topped off. People mobbed the su- 
permarkets, clearing out anything in 
cans. Flashlights, candles, lanterns 
and batteries got sold in hardware

And the maps of the East- 
ern Seaboard on TV weather 
channels showed the location of the 
hurricane off Miami, with the pro- 
jected cone passing Palm Beach, then 
Charleston, the Outer Banks, and then 
slamming into Southampton. Half an 
hour later, it continued that way. Now 


the very center of the projected cone 


was hitting Amagansett.

“Brace yourselves,” a weatherman 
at Rehoboth Beach in Delaware said 
when the hurricane had moved up 
just offshore Cape May, N..

And it would 
hit exactly at high tide. “It will come at 
dawn. Stay home. Lock your doors.”

Who Are The Hamptons’ 


John Does? | 


East End Has Disproportionate Amount of Suffolk’s Unidentified Human Remains

hree bodies found 11 years apart in Montauk. 

A man who mysteriously washed up dead on 
Plum Island. A skeleton discovered in Manorville. 
Human bones found in Southampton and East 
Quogue. Unidentified people found dead in Speonk 
and Riverhead. 

These are the nine sets of unidentified human 
remains that have turned up on the East End over 
the past three decades. Although investigators 
suspect foul play in only one of the cases, the nine 
make up a third of the 27 nameless dead discov- 
ered across Suffolk County — an outsized figure 
for the Twin Forks region that’s home to just 9% of 


the county’s population. It begs the question: What 
is it about the Hamptons and the North Fork that 
causes it to have such a disproportionate amount 


of hard-to-identify dead people compared to the 


more populous western part of the county that’s 
nearly twice the size of the East End? 

“The simple answer would be the open space 
unique to the East End,” the Suffolk County Po- 
lice Department said in a statement. “Some of 
these cases are drowning victims found out in the 
ocean.” 

The cases are detailed in the National Missing 
and Unidentified Persons System (NamUs), a fed- 
eral clearinghouse that helps identify John and 
Jane Does. The database counts 1,418 unidentifi- 


‘able remains across New York State and 13,802 


nationwide. Suffolk, the most populous county 
outside of New York City, has the second most such 
cases listed in NamUs for a county statewide — one 
less than Niagara County in upstate New York. And 
the East End has nearly as many cases listed as all 
of Nassau County, which has 11. 

When medical examiners can’t identify a body, 
they are required by state law to upload case in- 
formation to NamUs. And a recently passed state 


law allows investigators to use genetic genealogy 


— cross-referencing DNA samples with those in 
public DNA databases — to try putting names to 
unidentified individuals found dead. But is the 
technology being used for all cases in the database, 
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or only the murder victims? 

“Any new testing has the potential to identify 
previously unidentified remains or, in certain cas- 
es, evidence,” police said when asked if they’re us- 
ing the technique to identify those in NamUs who 
are not homicide victims. “In conjunction with the 
Medical Examiner’s office and the Suffolk County 
Crime Lab we are constantly looking for new test- 
ing methods and evaluating what cases might 
become eligible, and also would have the greatest 
potential for a successful resolution.” 

_ Last year, Suffolk police made headlines when 
investigators identified a murder victim who was 
ine NamUs, 20 years after her grisly discovery: 
Valerie Mack, a 24-year-old woman last seen in 
Philadelphia, whose nude torso was discovered by 
hunters in Manorville on November 19, 2000. Her 
head, leg and hands were found 11 years later and 
nearly 50 miles away off Ocean Parkway — one of

area between December 2010 and April 2011 while 
authorities were searching for Shannan Gilbert, 
a New Jersey. woman reported missing from and 
later found dead in Oak Beach. Four victims re- 
main unidentified in those cases, which are a part 
_of the unsolved Long Island Serial Killer investiga- 
tion, and each of those identified were sex workers, 
including Mack. | 
The most recent East End case in NamUs is the 
skeletal remains found five miles away from Mack’s 
in Manorville on February 17, 2012. The case is 
also the only one of the nine cases that the Suffolk 
police Homicide Squad is currently investigating 
as a murder. Medical examiners determined the 
victim to be a man between the ages of 30 and 50 
years old with brown hair who had recovered from 
a vertebral stress fracture and a broken fibula. He 


was wearing white-and-green tube socks and had. 


on an extra-large Eddie Bauer waistband. 

“I probably walked by it a hundred times before, 
and I saw it kind of sticking out of the ground, 
and it looked unusual,” Matt Samuel, who made 

‘the discovery while searching the woods for deer 
antlers, told reporters at the time. “I looked a little 
closer and from there discovered that it was hu- 


man remains. ... It was wrapped in bed sheets — 
and a plastic bag. It was a whole body, but just the _ 


bones, there was trees growing up through it, so it 
has been there a long time.” 


THE CROSSROADS 

While most of the nine cases are not homicides, 
and the majority were found well after their deaths 
— decomposition being a chief hindrance in iden- 
tifying them — one case stands out from the rest. 

On March 27, 1998, a man whose NamUs case 
file notes was last seen “staggering on train tracks” 
was hit by a Long Island Rail Road train traveling 
at 60 mph in Speonk. In his case it was the trau- 
matic nature of the injuries that made identifica- 
tion impossible. Authorities said the man was a 
5-foot-tall, 185-pound white man between 30 and 
45 years old with brown wavy hair. He was wear- 
ing jeans, a multicolor wool sweater, blue denim 
jacket, ’98 World Cup Soccer shirt, light blue un- 
derpants, black socks with a red diamond pattern, 
and black shoes. ae 

Some cases are more mysterious. On October 
25, 2011, an Asian man was found dead in an aban- 
doned barn in Riverhead with one of the few clues

scribe the body as “mummified.” Authorities de-. 


scribed the deceased as between 40 and 60 years 
old, 5 feet 7 inches tall, with black hair 4 inches in 
length.

derwear that appeared to have “x” on the label. 

And one of the bodies washed up at the most 
mysterious place on the East End: Plum Island, 
home of the Department of Homeland Security- 
run animal disease center. In that case, a Black 
man apparently washed up on the island on Janu- 
ary 14, 2010. The man was described as 45 to 65 
years old, 5 feet 10 inches tall, 163 pounds with 
gray curly hair and white stubble. He had a pair 
of 2-inch sears on his scalp—on his right tempo- 
ral and right posterior parietal. He was wearing a 
Chor brand green T-shirt size large, Puritan brand 
blue plaid boxer shorts size small and a brown 
work belt size 32/34 with a Godbody design 
label. 


MONTAUK: THE END 


As one might expect from a waterfront region, 
the man discovered on Plum Island wasn’t the 
only unidentifiable body found in or near the wa- 
ter. Three were found in Montauk alone. 

Like the Plum Island case, the first of the three 
Montauk bodies washed up on an isolated stretch 
of beach — in this case, one mile west of Montauk 
Point, around Camp Hero State Park, on Christ- 
mas Eve of 1999. He was described as a white 
man, 35 to 51 years old, 5 feet 10 inches tall with 
a deformed sternum. He was wearing black denim 
pants, black Nike sneakers and striped bikini un- 
derpants. 

Four years later, passing boaters found a man 
floating in the water 3 1/2 miles northeast of 
Montauk Harbor on November 2, 2003. The U.S. 
Coast Guard brought the body ashore. The man 
was described as 23 to 43 years old, 5 feet 8 inches 
tall and 108 pounds. He was wearing size 30/30 
Perry Ellis America brand corduroy trousers with 
a brown belt, Champion brand underwear size 
small-and Thom McAn shoes size 9 1/2. 

The most recent Montauk body was found float- 
ing in the water by a fishing vessel entering the 
harbor on May 10, 2008, The U. S. Coast Guard also 
brought this body ashore. The white or Hispanic 
man was described as 6 feet tall, 240 pounds, with 
short dark brown curly hair and dark eyes. He was 
wearing Wrangler blue jeans with a black leather 
belt with a cell phone pouch attached, an extra- 
large Gildan brand blue T-shirt under an extra- 
large Liberty brand black sweater, black-and-blue 
socks and black Aldo brand loafers that were made 
in Romania. 


THEM BONES 

Like some of the Manorville homicide victims, 
a few of the remains were not found fully intact. 
In fact, some of the discoveries are just pieces of 
people — a bone or two that washed up on a beach. 

Such was the case when an unspecified human 
bone was found on a beach in Southampton on 
February 15, 2002. Medical examiners deter- 
mined the bone belonged to an adult male, but few 
other details were available, other than it wasn’t 
a skull or torso and one or both limbs and hands 
were missing. 

The oldest of the nine cases was a similar dis- 
covery made on a beach in East Quogue on March 
13, 1994. Details were equally scarce. 

While each case is unique, there’s one tie that 
binds them all: Each has loved ones somewhere, 
wondering what happened to them.

P econic Bay Community Preservation revenues 
are already nearly 115% higher than last year, 
according to the latest data from Assemblyman Fred 
W. Thiele Jr., the architect of the program. 

Thiele reported that the revenues for the first sev- 
en months of 2021 total $131.29 million. The same 
period in 2020 produced $61.1 million — so that’s 
114.8% more than a year ago. 

“Revenues for the CPF continue to reflect the sig- 
nificant increase in real estate activity on the East 
End since the advent of the COVID-19 pandemic,” 
Thiele explains in a statement issued on Wednes- 
day, August 25. “This marks the 12th straight month 
that revenues have exceeded $10 million per month. 
The last 10 months have all exceeded $15 million 
per month.”

In July alone, the fund took in $17.78 million, 
whereas in July 2020, $7.82 million was 
collected. 

Thiele acknowledges that it has been 
reported that new contract activity 
has slowed recently from pandemic 
highs “because of declining inven- 
tory, rising prices and the end of 
emergency pandemic measures.” But, 
he says, “This is yet to be reflected in 
these revenue numbers but should be an- 
ticipated in coming months.” 

In the last 12 months, the CPF has generated 
$209.6 million. 

Since the fund was created in 1999, it is gener- 
ated $1.732 billion. 


Though small, the Town of Shelter Island has seen 


the biggest jump — 168.6% — from $1.02 million in

the first seven months of 2020 to $2.74 million so 
far this year. 
The Town of East Hampton continues 
to see the sharpest increase year over 
year. In the first seven months of 2020, 
the town took in $17.26 million in rev- 
enue. This year so far, it has taken in 
$44.68 million, a 158.9% increase. 
Over in the Town of Southamp- 
ton, revenues bumped up 99.2% from 
$36.47 million to $72.64 million. 

The North Fork, where inventory has 
reached record lows at times, still saw increases. So 
far this year, Southold Town has taken in $7.47 mil- 
lion, while it took in $3.95 million in the first seven 
months of 2020 — an 89.1% increase. The Town of 
Riverhead saw the lowest increase — 56.3% — from 
$2.4 million to $3.75 million.

he 2021 Dan’s Papers Labor Day 
cover features the art of designer, 
woodworker, master craftsman, in- 
dustrial artist and owner of A Is for 
Art in Southampton Walter Stern- 


lieb. This week’s cover is an example 


of his unique “three-dimensional 
paintings” which are on view and for 
sale at his Jobs Lane gallery. 


What was the inspiration be- 
hind the eye-catching design of 
your three-dimensional Amer- 
ican flag? 

My inspiration comes from within. 
Back in the day I would say I have a 

built-in TV set in my head, but now it 

would be called a 3D monitor — this 
is where my ideas come alive. In this 
3D monitor, I can visualize, spin, ro- 
tate and alter them to my leisure. I 
don’t dream of these designs, I just 
wake up and there it is. One day I 
just woke up and had this three-di- 
mensional flag in my TV set. I went 
to my studio and started fabricating 
a mini model, I loved the shape and 
the form. 


How was the full-size piece 
created? Walk us through the 
process. : 

Once my mini model was created, 
I went and stared at a stack of ply- 
wood. I figured out the angels based 
on my prototype, and I started cutting 
and fabricating. After it was primed, 
I placed my stripes and stars, and I 
loved it even more. 


What makes this artwork such 
an ideal fit for a Dan’s Papers 
cover? 

To me, the flag represents “America 
the Beautiful,” which is why I named 
this piece just that. During these 
times it is nice to have bright, wonder- 
ful colors, something to give people 

‘inspiration and hope. 


What does Labor Day mean to 
you, and how do you intend to 
spend it this year? 

It is a time to look back on my life 
and work from this year. Time to gath- 
er my thoughts and reflect on how to 
make my career better for the follow- 
ing year. 


Where do you find the most 
inspiration as an artist and de- 
signer? 

From my childhood, spending time 
with my family traveling to museums, 


historic sites and gardens. Through 
my life I have seen such wonderful 
things, and I am so fortunate. When a 
situation arises that I need a new con-

up images that I have seen in the past 
and I combine them together to come 
up with what I’m going to do next. © 


What artistic accomplishment 
or achievement are you most 
proud of? 

I am proudest of the collection I 
have created for my indoor and out- 
door gallery.

ally rewarding about your artis- 
tic life and career? 

People come in and look at my work 
and tell me that it makes them so hap- 
py to see such cheerful works of art. 


Tell us about the opening of A 
Is for Art this summer. What has 
it been like joining the art mecca 
that is Southampton? 

Very interesting. I love doing the 
art, I love hanging the art, I love be- 


ing in the gallery when no one else 


is there. I am not an outgoing people 
person, and when I am at the gallery 
when it’s open, I tell my staff not to tell 
the people I’m the artist.

What new works can be seen 
at the gallery now and in the 
coming weeks? 

I just set up an outdoor part of my 
gallery. I am currently in the process 
of building two benches for the out- 
door gallery. The first bench has the 
seating area carved out similar to the 
style of Windsor chairs. The second 
bench has a back on it and is made 
from plumbing pipes, using similar 
bright colors on it. This one was in- 
spired from when I went to Barcelona, 
Spain where I saw some park benches 
by Antoni Gaudi. I always have a mess 
of ideas running through my head. 


Is there anything else you’d 
like to add? 

I would like to thank the wonderful 
people of Dan’s Papers for choosing 
me for the cover of their magazine.

uzanne Vega has had a home in 

East Hampton for many years, 
but it’s been far too long since she 
last brought her iconic voice and 
unique brand of folk-inspired, alter- 
native rock and pop to a local stage. 
In fact, the Grammy-winning singer- 
songwriter, best known for her hits 
“Luka” and “Tom’s Diner,’ hasn't 
stepped in front of a live audience 
since the pandemic began some 18 
months ago, which can feel like ages 
to a touring musician used to life on 
the road. All that changes when she 
makes her return to the stage next 
Sunday, September 12 at Suffolk The- 
ater in Riverhead. 

The intimate show will also mark 
Vega’s first live performance since 
well before her latest album, An 
Evening of New York Songs and 
Stories, was released on September 
11, 2020, almost a year to the day 
before her upcoming appearance 
at Suffolk Theater. The collection 


of 24 tracks delves deep into Vega’s 
catalog and, as the album’s title sug- 
gests, pulls out a beautifully polished 
and delivered series of tunes about, 
and inspired by, New York City, her 
lifelong home. It was recorded live 
at New York’s Café Carlyle in March 
of 2019 and it offers a taste of what 
fans might experience at Suffolk 
Theater. 

Vega says she'll play some songs 
from An Evening of New York Songs 
and Stories next week, but she won’t 
be limited by it. Instead, expect to 
hear plenty of her hits and even a few 
covers, including Vega’s late friend 
and neighbor Lou Reed’s 1972 classic 
“Walk on the Wild Side,” which is on 
An Evening of New York Songs and 
Stories and fits wonderfully with her 
vocal style. 

We had a chance to chat with Vega 
about the album, her lifelong affec- 
tion for New York City, getting back 
onstage and looking her audience in 
the eyes for the first time in many 
months, and more.

You’ve been a part-time Hamp- 


tons resident for a long time. 


What brought you here? 

I started going out there in 1990. 
I went out to see a concert by They 
Might Be Giants in Sag Harbor with 
my sister, and I fell in love with the 
whole place. I have been going ever 
since.

Was the selection process for 
the album grueling or did you 
feel pretty solid about what you 
wanted to put on there? 


I felt pretty solid and, in fact, we had 


to really whittle it down from a wide 
selection. There were other songs we 
could have put in. For this tour, [ll

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just the “Walk on the Wild Side” song. 
I’m learning a Blondie song called 
“Dreaming,” possibly a Bob Dylan 
song called “Just Like Tom Thumb’s 
Blues.” There are a few Leonard Co- 
hen songs I could do that mention 


New York. We'll have some fun with © 


that. 


Will the tour be mostly New 
York songs then, like the album? 

No. There will just be maybe a five- 
song set within the set. The way I see 
it is we'll do a lot of old songs. It will be 
a mixture of old and new, of acoustic 
songs and not-so-acoustic songs, and 
hits and non-hits. So it will be a good 
mixture of things. 


Have you been able to play out 
at all in the last year or so? 
_ No, thisisit. We did some livestream 
shows last year. I did three from my 
house, and we did one from the Blue 


Note club down in the Village. We did 


two nights of that, like a worldwide 
livestream, which was OK. That was 
nice, to play again, but now we're ea- 
ger to do live shows. I think that we 
ean do this safely. That’s what I’m 
hoping for. 

(At the Blue Note) there were like 
two other people in the venue and 
they were safely distant and wearing 
masks. It was almost like doing a vid- 
eo because we had to imagine the au- 
dience there. We had to.imagine this 
worldwide audience. ... I still enjoyed 
performing, but it was definitely more 
like an acting exercise. 


So this is your first live outing 
in a long time. - 
_ Yeah, the first in two years. 


: - How does an audience impact 
you in terms of performing? 

It’s always better to have people 
there, responding, usually. It’s very 


rare that you have an audience that — 


you don’t like or that they don’t like 
you. That almost never happens. It’s 
_ great to have a live audience. They’re 
excited and you're excited, and some- 
times they shout out requests. It’s 
great. There’s nothing like it. That’s 
why we do it. That’s why live music 
has lasted through centuries. 


You made an effort to help art- 
ists impacted by not being able 
to play live during the pandemic. 
How did it impact you, not being 
able to play out for that long? 

It definitely affected the budget for 
the year, but I’m very fortunate be- 
cause I also write my own songs, so 
I had the publishing aspect. ... I’m a 
songwriter, so that wasn’t Miacted so 


much. They still played songs on the . 


radio or they still had streaming, so I 
wasn't as badly hurt as I might have 
been. 


What = about _ spiritually? 
Is playing live an important 
component to your overall 
wellbeing? 

I love the touring life and I’ve got- 
ten used to it. I’ve been touring since 
I was in my mid-twenties, and it’s a 
lifestyle that I enjoy. It was. different 
being at home. That had some good 
aspects. I like my home life and I love 
my family, so that was great. And in 
some ways, I guess we all needed a 
break and a time when we could all be 
at home and be together. But I'll just 
say I’m very much looking forward to 
coming out on the road. 


You included “Walk on the 
Wild Side” on An Evening of 
New York Songs and Stories. 
Did you get to know Lou Reed 
and spend time with him out 
here in the Hamptons before he 
died in 2013? 

I did, yes. That’s when we became 
closer friends. That. was a whole 
new side to his personality. In fact; I 
couldn’t picture it at first: Laurie An- 
derson and Lou Reed in what I call 
“the country” — not really the coun- 
try, but it’s about as rural as I get. It 
was a whole new side to both of them 
that I loved seeing. It was amazing, 
really. I would take my bicycle and go 
over there and visit from time to time. 


What do you want to tell peo- 
ple about this Suffolk Theater 
show? 

The main thing people should know 
is we'll be doing some songs that are 
about New York, but we're also doing 
a whole ton of other songs they prob- 
ably know. 


What is it about New York 
that’s so special to you? 

It’s my home and I’ve been here so 
long. And I’ve been through so much 
in New York. I grew up in one of the 
worst neighborhoods in New York, in 
E] Barrio, so coming up through the 
60s, ’70s and ’80s, through all the de- 
cades and the various — I don’t know 
what youd call it — class structures, 
I know Manhattan so well and I’m 


always finding new things about it. 


There are always new memories to be 
made or rediscoveries of old neighbor- 
hoods. It’s a fascinating place to be, 
and that’s why I’m here.

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Our Amazing History: Jackson Pollock

ainter Jackson Pollock spent 
4 the last 10 years of his life in the 
Hamptons. He took inspiration from 
this place, did what is considered his 
best work here and died in a wild car 
accident on Springs-Fireplace Road 
near his house at the age of 44. At the 
time of his death, he was viewed as one 
of the greatest painters of the abstract 
expressionist movement. 

Pollock was born in 1912 in the small 
town of Cody, Wyoming. As a young 
man, he moved to Greenwich Village, 
set up a studio, and joined with others 
creating abstract expressionist paint- 
ings that showcased art in its purest 
form. Soon the abstract-expressionist 
movement caused the center of the art 
world to shift from Paris to Manhattan. 

Art gallery owner Peggy Guggen- 
heim recognized Pollock as a genius, an 
unstoppable force and a heavy drinker, 
very difficult when drunk. After he 
peed in the fireplace among Guggen- 


heim’s friends during a party, she de-. 


cided to offer him an arrangement. She 


lent him the $2,000 down payment on 
a house that backed onto the shores 
of Accabonac Harbor in Springs, East 
Hampton so he could develop his tal- 
ent in this quiet setting along with his 
wife Lee Krasner, a painter in her own 
right. In exchange, for two years Pol- 
lock would gift Guggenheim the paint- 
ings that resulted. 

Thus, in 1945 at the age of 33, Pol- 
lock was moved out of the city into a 
house on Springs-Fireplace Road that 
is blessed with an extraordinary soft 
light reminiscent of the light in the 
south of France. 

Pollock thrived here. His wife 
cooked and cleaned and painted in a 
bedroom upstairs. He painted in a stu- 


- dio and sometimes outdoors between 


the house and the harbor by climbing 
a ladder and dropping paint onto a gi- 
ant canvas on the ground wherever his 
imagination instructed. His work was 
accompanied by jazz records played at 
high volume on a Victrola record player 
and sound system set up in the living 
room. 

He bought an old car, swapped a 


small painting for 
groceries at the 
Miller General 
Store, and when his 
paintings were met 
with astonishment 
by critics, dozens of 
other abstract  ex- 
pressionists followed his lead by mov- 
ing out to Springs. 

In 1949, America’s best selling 
magazine, Life, featured a photo of Pol- 
lock on its cover asking if he was the 
greatest living painter in the United 
States. In 1956, Time magazine dubbed 
Pollock “Jack the Dripper” due to his 
painting style. 

Pollock’s drinking caught up with 
him in the early 1950s. His marriage 
was near to breaking up. His work 
seemed less inspired. And in August of 
1956 his wife went off to France for a 
vacation by herself. 

As a result, Pollock invited a 
20-something girlfriend out for the 
weekend, and she invited another 
woman friend to join them. Pollock met 
them at the East Hampton Long Island 


Rail Road station in his new Oldsmo- 
bile 88 convertible and, the next eve- 
ning, drunk, got persuaded by the 
two girls to take them to a party at the 
home of artist Alfonso Ossorio, (now 
Ron Perelman’s estate). Pollock de- 
clined, then got talked into it and then, 
halfway there, became angry, turned 
the car around, and stepped on the ac- 
celerator. The girls, Ruth Kligman and 
her friend Edith Metzger, begged him 
to stop, but he drove off Springs-Fire- 
place Road into some woods, hit a tree 
which flipped the car and killed him 
and Metzger. His wife came home to 
this tragedy and Kligman subsequently 
wrote a book about how in love she was 
with him.

his past May, East Hampton Air- 
port began ordering incoming 
aircraft to approach. the airport on a 
flight path directly over the wealthy 
mansions of the summer people on 
the Atlantic Ocean. It lasted a month. 
I often visit friends and family at 
these estates. Planes were flying over- 
heard at 5-minute intervals. Conver- 
sation stopped. Then it started again. 
Seemed fair. The rich have the planes. 
About time they get the noise. After 
Memorial Day the route was changed. 
I mention this because the Town of 
East Hampton, which owns the air- 
port, is currently holding public hear- 
ings that will lead to a decision about 
whether to close the airport perma- 
nently or not. The issue is noise. If 
East Hampton decides to close it, they 


could restore it to a woods or a park or . 


something else. 

Public officials say that the Federal 
Aviation Administration’s grant re- 
strictions which prevent such a clos- 
ing will no longer be in effect as of 
Sept. 25, 2021. They point to an email 
they got from an FAA official which 
says, “...while the FAA encourages the 
preservation of airports, we recognize 
this is a local decision.” But it’s an 
email, not a ruling. 

I don’t know all the answers, but 
over the years I’ve paid attention. It 
seems to me that if we vote to close 
it and then do it, it could be a 
terrible mistake. I’ve heard 
that, according to a land 
transfer deed made in 1945, 
the feds will simply come 
in, enforce the agreement, 
take back ownership of the 
land (it used to be theirs), and 
- declare the airport a crucial part 
of the national transportation system, 
reopening it under federal control. 
Then we will have no say whatsoever 
about its future. 

Jay Schneiderman, the Southamp- 
ton Town supervisor and a former 
East Hampton Town supervisor re- 
membered hearing about this. 

“Tt was a rumor,” he told me. “I’m 
not sure it was true.” 

One of our current town council- 
men told me he'd heard this rumor, 
too. i 

I looked into this. It is true. The air- 
port was constructed around 1936 asa 
Works Project Administration (WPA) 
project under the Roosevelt admin- 
istration on federal land. The airport

thrived. During World War II (@941— 
1945) it was used to transport fighter 
planes and war materials to Europe. 
After the war ended, the feds declared 
the airport war surplus, deeded the 
property to the town for $1, and 
added the restriction that if it 
ceased being an airport, the 
feds would have the right to 
reverse the deed and take 
back the property. 
You think they wouldn't 
do that? Talking to town 
councilmen about this, I was 
told this is only done if this were 
a stage 3 airport, with commercial 
scheduled flights. It’s never been done 
with a stage 2 airport such as East 
Hampton which has chartered air- 
craft, helicopters and private planes. 
They got this assurance from their 
own lawyers, though, people they’ve 
paid to help them close the airport if 


that’s what we want to do. 


In April 2015, East Hampton put 
flight restrictions into effect without 
official FAA approval. Planes arriving 
after 11 p.m. got tickets. Planes with 
high noise levels got tickets. Airport 
officials said because they hadn’t re- 
ceived financial aid from the FAA 
since 2001, they could do this. But 
they were wrong. Though the FAA 


was sometimes friendly to our plight, 
a lawsuit was launched by the aircraft 
industry to declare our restrictions il- 
legal. The restrictions violated federal 
laws, they said. And they won. These 
modest restrictions were then tossed. 
This was a shameful thing. Today, you 
can land an unbearably noisy plane 
or chopper at East Hampton anytime 
you want. : 

Now the town again says that since 
they stopped taking FAA money to run 
and maintain the airport in 2001, the 
grant assurances which prevent our 
closing the airport will no longer be 
enforced after Sept. 25, 2021. Turns 
out there are at least 29 grant assur- 
ances in the official Federal Airport 
Noise and Capacity Act of 1990, but 
not all expire. For example, a court 
document from the 2014 case states 
grants #19 and #22 expire on Sep- 
tember 25, 2021, but grant #23 “never 
expires.” : 

What is assurance 23? It says the 
town may not “impose anti-com- 
petitive restrictions on airport use.” 
Roughly translated it means you have 
to accept noisy as well as quiet aircraft 
forever and ever. 

And what if there is no airport? I 
call this encouragement to close the 
airport to be a wolf-in-sheep’s-cloth- 


ing scenario. Town closes the airport, 
the feds pounce. 

This goes all the way up the U.S. 
Department of Transportation ladder. 
Know who heads that up today? Biden 
appointed Pete Buttigieg, former may- 
or of South Bend, Ind. We should be 
talking to him. 

I called the airport in Naples, Fla., 
the other day. They have been trying 
to put in aircraft restrictions for more 
than 10 years. None have been ap- 
proved. 

Ihave a friend who lives on a giant 
yacht in Naples Harbor on the glide 
path into Naples. 

“Is there any progress about closing 
the airport?” I asked. : 

“The billionaires will never: allow 
Naples to close its airport,” came the 
reply. 

Here is another pertinent state- 
ment: ; 

“The FAA uses a metric, an an- 


‘nual average decibel level of 65. That 


doesn’t work for your airport. No air- 
craft noise reaches 65 decibels in the 
areas where noise complaints are con- 
centrated. As the FAA sees it, there 
is no noise problem at East Hampton 
Airport.”

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Savor Hitler’s Tasters at 


Guild Hall —

Fe three days, Thursday—Saturday, 
September 9—11, Guild Hall in East 
Hampton is inviting local audiences into 
the world of Hitler's Tasters. Michelle 
Kholos Brooks’ award-winning, darkly 
comic and wildly anachronistic play puts 
viewers at the table with a group of teen- 
age girls who risk their lives for three 
meals each day to ensure their Fuhrer’s 
food isn’t poisoned. 

While it prominently features con- 
temporary music, cellphones and self- 
ies, the heart of the story is inspired 
by the true-life experiences of Margot 
Woelk, a German secretary who was 
one of 15 young women chosen in 1942 
to partake in the grim yet decadent re- 
pasts, eventually also served to Adolf 
Hitler, at the dictator’s secret Wolfss- 
chanze (Wolf's Lair) headquarters in 
Prussia on the Eastern Front. Woelk 
was the only one of the 15 girls to sur- 
vive. She escaped to Berlin after learn- 
ing the Russians would soon be upon 
them, and the 14 girls who remained 
were shot. The surviving taster kept 
her story a secret until her 95th birth- 
day, when she shared her memories in 
a 2012 newspaper interview. 

This must be acknowledged as the 
tragic and painful reality behind 
Brooks’ poignant play, which was 
indeed directly inspired by Woelk’s 
story. And while her words often elicit 
laughs, deliberately, Brooks respects 
and honors these young women by cre- 
ating something remarkably relatable 
from their terrible story. 

She first learned of Woelk when a 
colleague mentioned the article as they 
toured a war museum together, killing 
time before a flight. 

“As soon as I heard it, I couldn’t let it 
go. It hit so many topics of concern for 
me,” Brooks says of Woelk’s story. “It 
was young women, the way that young 
women are treated as expendable, the 
way that young women have to manage 
each other, and that they were going to 
be in a room, able to die at any meal — 
what do they do while they're waiting 
to die?” she recalls thinking. “It just 
all kind of hit me at once. I couldn’t 
imagine who wouldn't want to write 
it,” Brooks points out. “Just when you 
think you've heard every horrible thing 
about Hitler, I was like, ‘What? Young 
German women?’ ... He wasn’t us- 
ing Jews. He wasn’t using gypsies. He 
wasn't using homosexuals. He wasn’t 
using a myriad of people that he hated. 
He specifically, according to Margot 


Woelk, specified that he wanted wom- 
en of good German stock.” 
- Though she’s far from the first to 
use Hitler and Nazis in comedic mate- 
rial, or to be accoladed for it, Brooks 
recognizes the odd pairing. “Honestly, 
it just came naturally and organically 
out of the process. These are young 
people and there’s a certain amount of 
innocence and lack of understanding. 
There’s a lot to be mined there,” Brooks 
says, loosely paraphrasing a possible 
Stanley Kubrick quote she heard: “Hu- 
mor often. emerges from putting ordi- 
nary people in horrific circumstances.” 
The playwright became transfixed 
by this story, “walked around chew- 
ing on it for a while” and soon began 
preparations to write something his- 
torically accurate and focused on the 
plight of these young German women. 
“I was going to read all the books, 
I was going to see all the movies, and 
then I was going to be very organized 
and go about this in a very systematic, 
professional way,” Brooks says. “My 
husband was super excited because 
he thought we were just going to get 
to watch a bunch of Hitler movies 
and, because he’s also a historian, he 
bought me all these books,” she contin- 
ues, adding, “I have books on protocol 
for celebrating Hitler’s birthday, and 
fashion during the Third Reich — I’ve 
got the craziest, craziest collection of

books.” s : 

In the end, however, Brooks says her 
impulsive side took over and she wrote 
Hitler’s Tasters during a prompt- 
based, 48-hour playwriting challenge 
through her local community theater. 
“I remember sitting down and saying, 
‘OK, I’m starting and I’m not going to 
write Hitler’s Tasters, ’m not going 
to write Hitler’s Tasters, I’m not going 
to write Hitler’s Tasters and boom! In 
two days, I had written Hitler’s Tast- 
ers, because I think it was just living in 
me in such a really profound way.” 

The writing challenge had numerous 
rules against editing or looking back 
at previous pages during the process, 
but when Brooks was done, she did use 
some research and refined her words 
as needed. “I wanted to have some 
historical accuracy, but first of all, it’s 


_ a play, and second of all, I wasn’t re- 


porting,” she explains. “I feel like when 
I'm writing characters like this, they 
just kind of get filtered through me and 
my experience and — even though I 
haven't had an ‘experience like this — 
my experience in the world.” 
Unshackling herself from the con- 
straints of historical accuracy freed

from what she initially imagined. 
“There are a lot of anachronisms in 
the play. It turned out I was writing 
the play during the 2016 election, so 
the rhetoric out in the world was feel- 
ing kind of terrifyingly familiar with 


.what I was writing,” she says. “It was 


harrowing, it was really terrifying to 
see how much crossover there was. I 
didn’t have to quote Hitler. I just took 
the quotes from real life.” 

And doing this, according to par- 
ents who applauded the use of con- 
temporary language and things like 
cellphones, led kids who saw the play, 
especially young women, to relate and 
put themselves in the shoes of her 
characters. After all, “World War II is 
so far in the rearview for young people

right now,” Brooks notes. 

“One thing I came to realize is that, 
just because you align yourself with a 
dictator, it does not mean that you're 
safe. When hate is in charge, nobody 
gets to win,” she says, describing a big 
takeaway from the play. “You think 
about what Hitler did to so many Ger- 
mans toward the end. And these girls, 
these white, ‘privileged’ girls, were 
identified as the future of the Reich. 
They were going to make the babies, 
and still they were up for sacrifice.” 

Brooks compares this fact with the 
many Officials and so-called friends 
thrown to the metaphoric wolves by 
the last U.S. president. “Nobody was 
safe, and that became a really impor- 
tant message for me. It doesn’t matter 
how comfortable you are ... in the end, 
safety is an illusion.”

Street Painting Festival 


FUN AT A PAST MOSAIC STREET PAINTING FESTIVAL

East End Arts’ annual street paint- 
ing festival is coming to downtown 
Riverhead this Labor Day weekend. 
The only event of its kind on Long Is- 
land, the street painting festival has 
been a community staple for 25 years 
and brings together local artists, musi- 
cians and art enthusiasts of all ages for 
a day-long celebration along the banks 
of the Peconic River. 

EEA’s motto, “Unlock creativity. 
build community,” captures the goal 
of their annual festival in Riverhead 
— to connect local people through the 
shared experience of art. Wendy Weiss, 
membership manager at EEA, explains 
how the event “brings a diverse audi- 
ence to downtown Riverhead, who col- 
lectively want to be in a fun, inspiring, 
lively environment.” Whether it’s live 


music or theater, professional street 
artists or first-timers, “There is some- 
thing inspiring for everyone,” Weiss 
emphasizes. 

The festival has grown year after 
year, but the spirit of creativity and fun 
has always been at its center. While 
usually hosted on the Sunday of Me- 
morial Day weekend, COVID restric- 
tions in spring necessitated a move 
to the summer — “otherwise, another 
year would go by without the festival,” 
Weiss adds. “And we certainly didn’t 
want that!” Though all activities re- 
main outdoors, EEA has taken every 
precaution to ensure distancing and 
safety for all guests at the event with- 
out compromising on the festival’s 
ethos of togetherness. EEA plans to 
return the date to May by 2022. 

At the festival's core is street paint- 
ing with chalk, a technique inspired 


by 16th century Italian street painters 
colloquially known as “Il Madonnari.” 
These painters came to represent a phi- 
losophy of art rather than an organized 
group. Brought to the cities of Italy to 
work on huge cathedral projects, they 
turned to the streets and sidewalks as 
a creative outlet and a means of earn- 
ing a living after construction work 
was completed. Convening and paint- 
ing on holy days or public festivals to 
maximize exposure, the artists began 
the theme that remains at the core of 
street painting to this day — the syn- 
onymity of street art and community. 
Street paintings are visible and ap- 
preciable by everyone and so create a 
shared, universalized experience of art 
available to all members of a commu- 
nity, all the time. The sidewalk, after 
all, has no price of admission. 

This great event works to promote all 
forms and mediums of art in the East 
End. Visitors to the festival can enjoy 
performances of live music from EEA 
music students and local musicians, all 
emceed by R&B star and EEA teacher 
Mark MK. Drumming, dance, theater 
and artisan vendors round out the day, 
allowing guests to experience the full 


breadth of the arts culture of the East 
End. A new feature this year is the “Art 
on the Porch” art sale, where visitors 
can browse and purchase paintings, 
photographs, mixed media and other 
artwork created by EEA’s working art- 
ist members. And families are more 
than welcome — children’s activities 
and nearby local restaurants mean 
there’s fun and convenience for all 
ages. 

The East End has always been a cen- 
ter for creativity, and the festival is the 
perfect place to help support our flour- 
ishing local arts scene. EEA has been 
spearheading artistic development and 
education in East End communities 
since 1995, with the goal of cultivat- 
ing a vibrant and innovative arts com- 
munity in the region, boosting artistic 
development for both amateurs and 
professionals, stimulating community 
enrichment, economic development 
and cultural tourism. Helping to sup- 
port and expand the East End’s world- 
famous arts scene enhances every as- 
pect of our community and brings us 
all closer together.

let's prepare to keep marching forward! 
How do you keep winning forward? 


e Don't settle for “good.” Anything 
less than great isn’t going to help your 
organization recover. Boom or bust, 
it’s been stressful as the markets have 
thrashed all over the place. Give your 
employees the opportunity to rise to the 
occasion. 

e Don'trelax. Your people are tired, 
and breaks are hard to come by, espe- 
cially with the markets still unstable.

e Dostart (or keep) coaching. Your 
employees will be more productive, en- 
gaged, and invested through coaching. 
Get a system in place that will help you 
guide your performance management in 
a way that communicates what you need 
from them, empowers them to own their 
accomplishments, increases overall capa- 
bilities, and tracks all of it throughout the 
process.

SURVEY DATA SHOW LOYALTY TO EMPLOYERS IS DOWN

Employee engagement is dropping amid 
a tight labor market. It’s been a problem 
since the start of 2021, and it’s an indica- 
tion that employees just aren’t that into 
their employers right now — at least not 
the same way they were 17 months ago. 


“What we're hearing from employees 
through this data is that they are re- 
thinking their commitment to their 
employers,” said Greg Barnett, Ph.D., 
chief people scientist of Energage. “We're 
seeing lower levels of loyalty as employ- 
ees leave their employer for a new one.” 


Survey data collected from employees 
by Energage at more than 4,000 compa- 
nies show that employee engagement 
levels have fallen to a level lower than 
anytime during the pandemic. 


Data show that employee engagement 
sharply increased in April 2020 as 
companies scrambled to ensure em- 
ployees that they were prioritizing 
their health and well-being during 
the pandemic with initiatives such 
as work-from-home. After this initial

spike, engagement declined but started 
inching up at the end of the year, before 
falling again in 2021. 


“The new year started with a one-point 
decline in engagement, and has fallen 
ever since,” Barnett said. 


The Energage research shows some 
industries have rockier relationships 
with employees than others, with 
education, hospitality, utilities and 
telecommunications, services, and man- 
ufacturing showing large decreases in 
employee engagement in 2021, off by six 
points or more compared to the second 
quarter of 2020. 


“Employee burnout and stress has 
been a significant factor over the last 
year, and employees in these industries 
have been especially hard hit,” Barnett 
said. “In many companies, initial hiring 
freezes and layoffs have been hard to 
reverse, leading to more work for fewer 
employees. In other situations, burnout 
is high because remote work has created 
situations where employees never feel 
like they are off the clock.” 


In addition to waning loyalty, many 
employees in these same industries note 
that they are less willing to recommend 
their own companies to others as a good 
place to work. 


“Employees are at the point where they 
can reflect on their company’s response to 
Covid-19 and are judging those actions in 
hindsight,” said Doug Claffey, founder and 
chief strategy officer of Energage. “While 
the worst of the pandemic appears to be 
behind us, the actions taken by employers 
have left some employees questioning not 
only their loyalty, but also their career 
choice. This is especially true in education 
and hospitality.” 


Despite these challenges, Claffey is 
quick to point out that focusing on the 
past won't likely be helpful. 


“Organizations should resist the urge 
to overanalyze declines in employee 
engagement and instead focus on im- 
provement going forward. There are 
plenty of challenges and opportunities 
ahead that will impact future engage- 
ment, including how to run a hybrid 
workforce, keep employees safe, and 
balance new work/life flexibility is- 
sues,” Claffey said.

In all, 1,308 
employers on Long Island were invited 
to have their employees take the sur- 
vey. Any organization was eligible to 
participate, provided it had at least 50 
employees on Long Island. Employers 
could be public, private, nonprofit, or 
governmental. There is no cost to enter 
the Top Workplaces program. 


Combined, the companies surveyed 
for the 2021 program employed 19,248 
people on Long Island. Of employees 
who received questionnaires, 9,573

responded, either on paper or online.

Working in the food service industry 
typically means putting in long hours 
and receiving few benefits — but not 
for the employees at Rooted Hospitality 
Group, where owner David Hersh says 
the company is leading the hospitality 
workforce into a new generation.

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Fackie Lulo: 


Sag Harbor’s 14-Year-Old 
Freshman on Transitioning 
_ to Her True Self

~Qthe was born Jack. She is a twin. 
WJ And she has lived in Sag Harbor 
since the age of seven months, when 
her family moved there from Park 
Slope in Brooklyn. = 

Today Jackie Iulo is a 
confident, outspoken 
transgender 14-year- 
old girl, about to enter 
her freshman year in 
high school at Pier-— 
son. She loves fashion, 
art and, like most kids 
her age, she has her idols 
— Lady Gaga tops the list. 

“T saw her at a concert in 2017 
and just became transfixed,” says 
Iulo, “No pun intended on the trans 
part, but I just fell in love with her 
and her music. She is just so incred- 
ible.” 

Also incredible, is Jackie’s pres- 
ence, her confidence and, yes, her 
lip-synching — she competes regu- 
larly in lip-synching competitions 
and recently knocked the crowd 
off their feet with her lip-syncing

How did Jackie Iulo transition 


gender teenager living on 
the East End? 

We spoke with Jackie, 

as well as with her moth- 

- er Lisa Iulo, via tele- 

phone from their home 

in Sag Harbor. Their hon- 

esty, insight and affection 

for each other and this com- 


munity made an impression. [This - 


interview is primarily with Jackie 
and, where it applies, we’ve included 
her mother Lisa’s input.] 


How was this process of tran- 
sitioning for you — what did you 
feel and go through? 

It is a huge question in society — 
how young people discover them- 


‘selves so early because their minds 


are still growing. It was so natural, I 
didn’t even question it in a way, I was 
attracted to it — I loved it. I just loved 
being myself. 


What did you love? 

I was just naturally attracted to a 
lot more feminine things in a very 
natural way, as in, “I’d rather that 
be the color pink, I’d rather that be 
Barbie, or dresses, high heels.” I was 
more attracted to just being more a 
girl every day — I would always kind 
of make up feminine names, I would 
always play pretend as a girl. I’d al- 
ways had my sister dress me up, I 
always wanted to be with girls, like 
in pre-K. 


How young were you when you 
first recall feeling different? 

Officially, when I started really be- 
coming Jackie, it was in third grade 
— after I got my ears pierced because

from Jack to Jackie? And what. 
is life like for her as a trans-

I was afraid to go to school with my 
ears pierced because I’d be mascu- 
line. It really happened when I went 
to my mom and I said, “Hi, I really 
want to be Jackie. I want to wear this, 


- and I want to do it every day.” 


Lisa, was it a surprise to hear 
your child say this — how did 
you react? - 

Lisa Iulo: She was always flam- 
boyant ... always twirling around. She 
was playing little league and twirling 
in the field. ... I indulged it because I 
didn’t care — you want to play with 
a doll, go play with a doll. You want 


to throw on a dress when you come 
home, go for it. And people were like, 
“Oh, it’s a phase,” but I just knew it 
wasn’t a phase. I thought that she was 
going to be a gay man, a flamboyant 
gay man. 

Then she wanted to grow her hair 
out, so she grew her hair out, and as 
she got older she was looking more 
girl-like but she came to me at the 
end of third grade and said, “I want to 
be Jackie. I want to dress like a girl.” 
I didn’t quite know what that meant 
because she was so young, too. I just 
said, “OK, you can do that. I’ve got to 
go talk to the school; we've got to talk

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about this. I want everyone to be on 
the same page.” 


How did it go at school? 

Lisa Tulo: They were so support- 
ive, and this was a first for them (Sag 
Harbor Elementary School and now 
Pierson Middle-High School). And 
for me — just flying by the seat of 
my pants, too — it was all about ev- 
erybody feeling comfortable and ac- 
cepted and the same with the middle 
high school. They’ve got her back big 
time, and it was kind of a seamless 
transition in terms of Jackie’s friends 
because they were all like, “Yeah, so 
she’s been a girl since she was little.” 
They didn’t bat an eyelash. 


Jackie, you have an older sis- 
ter (17) and a twin brother — 
how did they handle it? 

We were all very young — my sister 
was like, “Oh yeah, Jackie loves play- 
ing dress up. She would dress me up, 
and she would put makeup on me and 
do my hair. ... My sister is incredible; 
she is so smart. ... I’m so lucky. 

My brother — I know he thought 
there was nothing wrong with it —

he never really questioned it, he just 
kind of went with it, really. I’m sure 
he knew something was going to hap- 
pen at one point. 

Lisa Tulo: Having twins, because 
she is a twin, personalities were so 
vastly different, and I think maybe 
that was why I kind of had the feel- 
ing like this was not a phase, this was 
engrained in who she was. I’ve always 
said this from my life growing up 
which was full of love but not easy — 
it’s harder not to be happy in this life, 
and you've got to be happy and you 
have to be really thrilled with who 
you are. Those two things are going 
to make you succeed. 


Jackie, what was your Dad’s 
reaction to you transitioning? 

Both my parents had almost a back- 
ground with always being accepting 
even before I came around. My dad 
is incredible, really. I think he is so 
supportive, and I love him to death. 
... He grew up in time when being gay 
and trans was “bad” ... in the Catholic 
religion and at the church, gay people 
were a sin. Gay people aren’t a sin — 
just to clarify. All his life he had gay

friends during the (AIDS) epidemic 
who died. He was just always ‘a very 
accepting person. 


Did you go to counseling to try 
to process it? 

No, I did not. I just did what I re- 
ally needed to do... and luckily I was 
accepted with very open arms by 
my school, my parents — so it was 
a lucky, very smooth transition, and 
I’m very grateful for that. 


Did you have any resistance? 

There have been a few incidents. 
I feel like with every trans person, 
in their life there will be incidents. 
But I feel very lucky to say out of 
the many, many trans people in the 
world that I have way less. ... I hap- 
pen to have a very big personality, 
so I do express who I am in every 
way. 

I’m very lucky to say I am a con- 
fident person so when these inci- 
dents happen, I am not like shaken 
or affected, but I always think about 
how other trans people, if this hap- 
pens to them, they can be affected. 
Not only do I think for myself, but I 
think for others because I can stop 
it from happening. 


What is your circle of friends 
like? 

Very mixed. I have met some of 
my very best friends in the whole 
wide world who are trans but I do 
still have many friends who are not. 
... ve met lots of people like myself, 


and it’s been really awesome. 


Is it a process of coming out 
again and again or not — how 
do you present? 

I’m out to my whole school ... be- 
cause I did it in the middle of the 
year. In third grade — I just did it 
in one day. If you really think about 
the Hamptons local life, it is small 
... everybody knows everyone. ... I’m 
not one to go up to someone and 
say, “Hi, I’m trans.” It’s in the dis- 
cussion — they’ll be like, “Oh, are 
you trans?” and ... I’d rather not say 
no because they'll find out anyway, 
probably through somebody else 
— or they might just get confused. 
When I’m in other places, like not 
here, I don’t like “sell it” or I don’t 
really say it, but to the people who 
know, I just kind of live life. 


Do you want to date someday? 
Who are you attracted to? 

Dating? In a way it can scare me, 
really. I know I’m young but life has 
changed — young people are inter- 
ested and want to. Especially going 
into high school. I’ve never dated 
someone. I’ve never held hands with 
someone. I’ve never kissed someone. 
I’m a proud “non-held-a-hand per- 
son.” ... I identify as female, and I’m 
attracted to male and female. Dating 
does worry me a little bit, especially 
when they’re not trans. It will be a 
discussion no matter what, because it 
does affect it in different ways. 
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Are you going to go through a 
surgery? : 

I probably definitely will get the 
surgery. 


What do you say to those who 
say you are “too young” to know 
you are trans? 


What I always say is, “Are you | ‘ 


trans? No. Then you don’t know what 
that feels like.” 


What does it feel like? 
_ It’s so hard to say, because I feel 
like it’s different for so many trans 
people. I would say it is, in a sense, ... 
like, “This doesn’t feel right. I know 
there’s something.” 


- What doesn’t feel right? 

Like dress. I feel like clothes are 
a huge way of how people express 
who they are, and when I would 
wear sweatpants and a sweater with 
a baseball on it, I'd want to rip it off. 
That was the number one thing I 
hated. I don’t know why, I love cloth- 
ing. I have a really cool shoe collec- 
tion (laughs). ... And my hair — I 
wanted my hair to be long when I was 


_ younger. I'd try to braid girls’ hair out 


of nowhere. 


Talk about school, what you 
are involved in? 

In the 6th grade I came into the 
GSA (Gay Straight Alliance) which 
was good, and pre-COVID it was excit- 
ing at the time. I was too young to be in 
it — I was 11 and the age was 13 — so 
I went to one meeting and they let me 
in, luckily. ... We'd go the LGBT Net- 
work (at the Old Whalers’ Church in 
Sag Harbor) and watch videos and just 
hang around and have a good time. ~ 


What are your interests? 

I’m interested in fashion ... I do 
fashion competitions. I’ve made 
looks out of trash bags and out of CO- 
VID masks. I say get yourself some 
hot glue and rhinestones and you're 
golden. ...

What do say to kids who might 
identify and/or believe they are 
trans? 

I'd tell them, “Just do it.” Not like in 
the Nike quote, just be who you are. 
I’m not saying it’s simple, because 
it’s not ..., it affects not just yourself 
but everyone around you, family and 
friends. This is your child, this is 
your friend, and even though your 
child is young, you know what’s best 


for yourself, they know what’s best — 


for them. ... If they are trans, there 
will still be very intense things that 
happen. 


What kinds of intense things? 

It might be them dealing with hate- 
ful people. It might be dealing with 
depression because of body dysmor- 
phia. It’s not always a worrying jour- 
ney, it’s a really exciting one — be- 
cause your child is happy they can be 
themselves. If you do not accept your 
child for who they are, they will be 
either more miserable than they are 
not being themselves and being even 


sadder because you are not letting 
them. : 


Would you say you’re fearless? 
What gives you that courage? 

I fear many things. Facing your 
fears is courage, and I still have my 
own problems. [ battle with thinking 
— my overthinking is really bad. ... 
Everybody has their own issues, but 
facing them — and not getting rid of 
them but learning how to live with 
them — will make you a better person 
and a stronger person. 


What do you fear the most — 
what are you really afraid of? 

I’m afraid of death — it scares me a 
lot. And Lady Gaga ending her music 
career really scares me, too. (laughs) 


Lisa, what are your fears, as a 
parent? 

Lisa Iulo: There are a couple 
levels of fears. ... When she initially 
said she wanted to be a girl, I didn’t 
know that at that point she was going 
to want to do the hormone blockers 
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or the estrogen. She does the puberty 
blockers, and she starts the estrogen 
next year ... so fear of the medica- 
tions and the surgery — that worries 
me because she’s going to have to be 
on medication for the rest of her life. 
... The other worry ... I’m not going to 
always be here to protect her; she’s 
going to have to go out into the world. 
... There are a lot of really horrible 
people out there and, yes, I worry 
about that a thousand percent. But at 
the same time I’m going to let her do 
and be who she is — I have to. 


Jackie, what are your dreams 
and wishes? 

-My dreams, I guess, are to one day 
be known for something impactful — 
by being funny, being inspirational 
— something impactful whether it be 
known forever or known for a period 
of time. And my wishes are to meet 
Lady Gaga and to make everybody 
just feel safe and happy with who 
they are and make everyone know 
they have a friend, and that friend is 
me.

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COLIN AMBROSE OF ESTIA’S LITTLE KITCHEN

n March of 1991, 

Colin Ambrose pur- 
chased a sleepy cof- 
fee shop in Amagansett 
called Estia and his sec- 
ond career as a restaurateur 
began. Prior to moving to the East 
End, Ambrose spent 10 years as a bar 
manager, then advertising director at 
TopShelf magazine, a trade journal 
for the bar and restaurant industry. 

With a longtime interest in cooking 
and gardening, Ambrose quickly es- 
tablished a friendship with local com- 
munity farmer Scott Chaskey, and in 
1992 became a member at the Quail 
Hill Farm, Long Island’s first CSA 
(Community Supported Agriculture). 
That friendship has served him well 
over the years as Chaskey has been 
a confidant and mentor helping the 
Estia team to develop a two-acre gar- 
den in Amagansett that served Estia’s 
tables for 16 years, and now over at

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f it wasn’t clear that Sagaponack’s 

iconic Old Stove Pub has entered a 
bright, new era since Joseph DeCristo- 
faro took over the restaurant last year, 
the announcement that the 54-year- 
old eatery’s first-ever satellite location 
is coming to Manhattan should serve 
as definitive proof. 

In the restaurant’s founding years, 
it struggled to find any identity at all— 
opening in 1967 as Irish pub Flynn’s 
Inn, then changing its name to The 
19th Hole before being purchased 
by Vasiliki “Mama Bessie” Johnides 
and her children in 1969 and being 
_ permanently rebranded Old Stove 
Pub. A Greek family, the Johnides 
clan switched up the menu to serve 
what they knew best — exclusively 
Greek cuisine and wine curated by 
Coula Johnides. Spanakopita, tara- 
mosalata and saganaki were popular 
choices, but none were as well-loved 
as the Sagaponack steak. It became 
a weathered but comfortable fixture 
in the community over the decades, 
with late-night karaoke accompanied 
by an out-of-tune piano and A-list cli- 
entele — including Billy Joel, Ralph 
Lauren, Larry Rivers, Andy Warhol 
and John F. Kennedy Jr. — piling into 
the rapidly aging farmhouse. 

“When I was growing up, my fa- 
ther had a jukebox at the restaurant.

I remember going there to change the 
45s, and having a great steak,” cur- 
rent owner and Southampton local 
DeCristofaro recalls. “It was a very 
popular restaurant frequented by ce- 
lebrities, socialites and the locals.” 
When Coula and the founding Joh- 
nides family members retired after 
decades of ownership, fresh faces 
took the reins in the years that fol- 
lowed — including Colin Ambrose, 
Tim Salouros and George Gounelas. 
However, with frequently changing 
leadership seeming to have a different 
visions for the restaurant, Old Stove 
Pub’s identity and reputation began to 
shift again. Then, following property 
owner Coula Johnides’ death in 2018, 


Old Stove Pub Reborn:

Old Stove Pub was closed and put up 
for sale. 

“For the last eight to nine years, the 
restaurant’s reputation was not very 
good, and it was closed for two years 
before I took over,” DeCristofaro says. 
“After the original owners retired, it 
went downhill sadly, after years of be- 
ing agreatrestaurant.” 

While there were some who con- 
sidered the century-old structure’s 
worn-down aesthetic charming, the 
new property owner knew it was 
time for more than a fresh coat of 


. paint. When major renovations were 


completed in 2020, the owner was so 
delighted with the results, that he in- 
structed DeCristofaro, the property's 
broker, to take Old Stove Pub off the 
market. 

“We have made improvements 
within the space, making the interior 
brighter and allowing more light,” 
DeCristofaro says. “The new sushi 
bar has been a big success allowing 
our guests to have more choices. Cus- 
tomers are always ordering from both 
menus.” 

While much of the character was 
left intact, the kitchen, hardwood 
floors, bar, fireplace, plumbing, elec- 
tric and dining areas were updated. 
And the menu received the biggest 
update of all. 

“The original menu was very Greek 
and had excellent and very expensive 
steaks. I kept many of the original 
items but added more Mediterranean 
dishes,” DeCristofaro explains, add- 
ing that the restaurant — which offers 
scallops, filet mignon, Atlantic salmon 
and other delicacies — also added sep- 
arate sushi and dessert menus. “The 
food is great, the service is excellent, 
and we have extensive outdoor din- 
ing areas and indoor space combined 
with live music.” 

At this point, the name “Old Stove 
Pub” has become a bit of a misnomer, 
since the restaurant offers a far more 
elegant, upscale dining experience 
than a pub vibe, yet the name remains. 
“The name is iconic and a Hamptons 
classic,” DeCristofaro says. “The neon 
sign on the highway has been seen by 
millions, and it simply has to stay the 
way it is.” 

The name will soon become a New 
York City classic, as well, when De- 
Cristofaro opens up its second loca- 
tion after decades of being exclusively 


found in Sagaponack. “I am opening 
the Old Stove Pub on the east side 
Midtown. We have a great menu and 
excellent following,” he says. “I saw a 
space and it had ‘Old Stove Pub’ writ- 
ten all over it, so I made a deal. It’s 
also important to keep everyone em- 
ployed year-round, and my crew both 
front and back of house is NY-based.” 

While no official date has been re- 
leased for the opening of the Midtown 
East location, fans of Old Stove Pub 
have something to look forward to in 
Sagaponack in the meantime. Seeking 
to bring some of that old-school pub 
vibe back the restaurant, DeCristofa- 
ro plans to introduce Pub Nights this 
fall, featuring a selection of burgers, 
pub fare, and karaoke may even make 
a return. 

After a rocky few years, Old Stove 
Pub has once again cemented itself in 
the community, with celebrities like 
Jimmy Fallon among the restaurant’s 
loyal regulars, some of which return 
for dinner at least once a week. “Tak- 
ing something that was literally fall- 
ing apart and bringing it back to life 
AND seeing so many happy customers 
every week has truly been a pleasure 
for me and the entire team,” DeCristo- 


‘ faro says. “The Old Stove Pub is back, 


better than ever, and all of the Old 
Stove Pub team would like to thank 
everyone for their support and keep- 
ing us busy.”

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CHRIS KELLY AND HIS BEES, WHICH ARE THRIVING AT EAST HAMPTON AIRPORT

he East. Hampton Airport has 

a different kind of guest taking 
flight since they've been the new home 
to six honeybee hives with more than 
200,000 bees. 

The unique addition is for a project 
meant to make a positive contribution 
to the environment and provide edu- 
cational courses on the lives and im- 
pact of honeybees in the community. 

The idea for the airport to have bee- 
hives came up sporadically during a 
company meeting at Sound Aircraft 
Services, who runs the airport. CFE 
Bernadette Ruggiero thought it would 
be fun to get into, so she put together 
a presentation to get board approval. 

At first, the idea of nurturing bee- 
hives at an airport may-sound a bit out 
of place, but Ruggiero explained that 
the idea is not so taboo, and that the 
environment may be more suitable 
than one would think at first glance. 

“I started looking into bees and bee- 
hives [at airports] and this is an idea 
that’s been going around at least since 
the ‘90s,” says Ruggiero. “A lot of times 


when you set up beehives around ag- 


riculture, they are really burdened by 
pesticides, so a lot of honeybees have 
been on the decline. The airport land 
is really untouched nature, and we 
never deal with pesticides so it’s per- 
fect for the honeybee population.” 


The project fully came together in © 


the spring when the airport reached 
out to Chris Kelly from Promised Land 


- Apiaries, which is the name of his bee- 


keeping business based on the North 
Fork that he’s run for more than 30 
years. Kelly explained when he met 
with Ruggiero and president and COO 
Steve Tuma, they immediately hit it 
off, but their emphasis on providing 
an educational program is what really 
sparked Kelly’s interest to get involved. 

“Educational courses are one of my 


_ passions, but in particular what really 


caught my eye was that they wanted 
to make some kids programs,” says 


Kelly. “I just loved that because it’s the 


_ next generation of people dealing with . 


our environment.” 

“With many bee suits already on 
hand at the airport to be loaned for 
classes, the initiative for educational

classes on honeybees and their hives 
is set for next spring, according: to 
Kelly. They would also like to of- 
fer courses in the winter for a “crash 
course on beekeeping.” By having a 
series indoors and taking the lessons 
live in the spring to learn in a-more 
hands-on environment, it seems like 
the perfect way to learn beyond read- 
ing facts from a textbook. Currently, 
these courses will be geared toward 
the age range of 10-18 years old. 

“I think all of this is a win for the 


community,” says Kelly. “For a mo-. 


ment, just take the airport out of the 
equation. The way I look at the area, 
the airport occupies about 800 acres, 
that’s wide open space that has intrin- 
sic environmental value, and that’s 
where I think about it from.” 

In addition to the positive impact it 
has on the surrounding environment 
and educating the next generation on 
the importance.of honeybee survival, 
the airport is already in the process 
of putting together ’a harvest fest for 
the community, set for October, where 
Kelly will use an 85-year-old honey 
extractor, the results of which will be 

- distributed to local food pantries. The 
honey can also be bought at the event 


where the proceeds will be donated to 


good causes in the community. 


The event is sure to be fun and: 


educational, and the process of honey 
extracting actually offers a measure-

ment for the quality of the environ- 


-ment and how well the bees are thriv- 


ing in the surrounding area. 

“Think of the honeybee hive as an 
environmental barometer,” says Kelly. 
“One is the health of the hive, how it 
grows, how it goes through its decline, 
and the second is observing how much 
honey and pollen they gather in that 
area. With the bees in the airport, the 
surrounding areas are fully support- 
ing these six hives that we have.” 

Over the years, East Hampton Air- 
port has gotten a fair share of noise 
and pollution complaints from mem- 
bers of the community, but the con- 
stantly growing population of hon- 
eybees is a form of giving back to the 


- community's environment in a way 
that provides immediate and long-. 
term benefits. To some, it can seem 


like a small effort toward being envi- 
ronmentally friendly, but the full ef- 
fects of this project remain to be seen 
in years to come. 

_ “] think it’s part of the discovery 
process of being able to start this proj- 


ect, because we actually don’t know 
_the limits,” says Kelly. “T would really 
like to see that we get more biodiver- 


sity and biomass assessment, and I 


could. see the East Hampton schools | 


getting involved in that kind of sci- 
ence project, and to me, that would 
be a beautiful way of connecting the 
dots.”

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Hamptons Cannabis Expo Brings 700 to The Clubhouse

he Hamptons has gone to pot. 

More than 700 East Enders joined 
exhibitors, investors, growers and in- 
fluencers in a nearly 10-hour Sunday 
event capped by an after party on The 
Clubhouse lawn in East Hampton. 

“Educating people on cannabis 
investment-wise, health-wise, I just 
think it’s a great expo to have just for 
the awareness,” says The Clubhouse 
events coordinator and co-owner Hol- 
ly Rubenstein. Husband Scott adds, 
“An event like this shows that the East 
End is progressive and we're seeing 
the big picture. It’s a good thing.” 

Panel discussions on advocacy, le- 
galization and investment strategies 
included industry heavyweights like 
Jeff Finkle, Jennifer Drake, David 
Feldman and even former college bas- 
ketball great turned cannabis activist 
and investor Chris Webber who co- 
heads the WebberWild Fund. “This 
is the future,” he told the crowd in a 
big-screen satellite call. 

Exhibitors scattered on the back 
lawn of The Clubhouse included ev- 
erything from CBD face masks, Ca- 
ribbean drinks, oils, apparel and, per- 
haps more significantly, a number of 
investment firms. Even, yes, Neiman 
Marcus. “We’re promoting our CBD 
line,” says Neiman’s Brand Experi- 
ence Manager David Kirschenbaum. 
“I don’t know if we'll have anything 
in our famous holiday catalog, but 


we might. It’s a product category that 
were excited about.” 

After then-Gov. Andrew Cuomo 
signed legislation to legalize recre- 
ational marijuana in March, towns 
and villages across the New York State 
face a year-end deadline to decide 
whether to allow dispensaries within 
their borders or to opt out. The crowd 
was mixed about which way Suffolk

County will go. But statewide, many 
spoke of the potential. 

“Cannabis is growing dramatically. 
New York State is going to be one of 
the biggest when it gets rolling,” says 
Don Jackson of Young America Capi- 
tal. a 

The Expo was postponed a week 
because of the storm-related threat 
of Henri. Still, most of the attendees 


were able to reschedule. The panels 
got a land acknowledgement from 
Shinnecock Indian Nation Tribal 
Member Chenae Bullock and Shin- 
necock’s Barré Hamp of Little Beach 
Harvest, the nation’s. planned dis- 
pensary, spoke on one of the panels. 


“I have almost the perfect name for 


this job,” he joked afterward. 
“This is huge,” says event organizer 
Gary Bierfriend. “We tripled the 


amount of attendance over the last. 


one in 2019, easily. Three times as 
many vendors and it’s fantastic. This 
is a passion project.”

In loving memory of Kilo 
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Nancy Atlas Reflects on Summers at The Surf Lodge

he Surf Lodge in Montauk is celebrated for their 

intimate outdoor shows featuring some of the 
world’s biggest names in music, but the waterfront 
deck is also home to numerous top-tier local acts, 
including, most notably, The Nancy Atlas Project. 
Atlas and her band have owned the stage on Sunset 
Wednesdays for well over a decade, and fans keep 
coming back to dance, drink and sing along to the 
beloved singer-songwriter’s eclectic rock ’n’ roll 
tunes. as 
With her summer Sunset Wednesday shows 
nearly over for the season, Atlas took some time to 
discuss her longstanding spot at The Surf Lodge 
and to reflect on her special brand of musical magic 
that often attracts larger crowds than even the most 
well-known performers to grace thei iconic hotel and 
restaurant's stage. 

Atlas’s shows at The Surf Lodge have been a tra- 

dition for years, with people bringing their families 
and kids to stay connected to the local community. - 


How long have you been performing at The 
Surf Lodge, and how has your experience 
changed over the years? 

I’ve been there 14 years, that’s my estimate. ... The 
shows started out acoustic and I very quickly realized 
that the venue and the location — you know how in 
real estate they say, “location, location, location?” — 
I realized that the location was just absolutely stun- 
ning. So it was very shortly after that, that the band 
started playing. I think we made it through half the 
season acoustic and then the whole band came and 
joined in. The difference is that the crowds have re- 
ally grown over the years. It was kind of a slow burn 
and it’s built into this really almost weekly event. The 
way we got that was we asked for the worst night of 
the week. We said, “Give us your off night. What’s 
the night that nobody comes?” And they were like,

“Wednesday!” So we've 
always been kind of the 
underdog band in that 
sense and have tried to 


build things around it. 
What’s unique 

about the way you 

perform? ; 


Even though I define 
myself as a songwriter 
first, I’m also a bandlead- 
er and I take it very seri- 
ously connecting with 
the crowd. What's unique 
about our shows is that 
they're never the same. 
You can go week after 
week, after. week and 
youre never going to see 
the same show because 
the element of the audi- 
ence is the unknown. 
It’s like the fourth in- 
gredient, if you will. Because that matters and be- 
cause that’s factored in, and because that energy is 
deciding the flow of the show, I write set lists but I 
never stick to them, which isn’t unique. I know a lot 
of people who do that. I’m very open to the energy of 
the night. I’m very open to the energy of each show 
and each night, and kind of reading that energy and 
creating where I want to go and where they want to 
go, and finding that path each time. A little bit of al- 
chemy there. ... My guys (in the band), they really let 


me do that. We're together 25 years. I flow. I definite-. 


ly read the room and the crowd, and it’s kind of this 
ever-changing experience. We're definitely a family. 
There’s no two ways about it. 


How do you incorporate the East End cul- 
ture into your music? 

One of the great perks of not being tied down to a 
major record label is that I’m able to write whatever 
really comes through my being, and sometimes that’s 
rock ’n’ roll, and sometimes that’s a Southern ballad 
and sometimes that’s a sea shanty, you know what I 
mean? I’m not pigeonholed into a defining genre or 
style of music, and so I would say I’m able to incorpo- 
rate the East End into my music because I write about 
things that have happened, like I have a song called 


“The Tale of Johnny Load,” which is about Anthony 


Sosinski and John Aldridge (a Montauk fisherman 
who famously was thrown off their fishing boat and 
left alone in the middle of the ocean, as chronicled in 
their bestselling book A Speck in the Sea). I have an- 
other song called “East End Run,” which I wrote for 
my father about how things change but the land will 
always be there for you, and the East End will always 
be there for you. 

I definitely find a solace and an energy to write off 
of the solitude of Montauk and the East End. I always 
have. I’m not somebody who collaborates with people. 
I've tried it. It’s not my thing. I’m somebody who takes 
long walks and thinks things out, and I take a lot of 
time on my lyrics. ... I really do connect and use the 
energy of the land to help me in my craft — and I think

a lot of people do. ... I really feel connected to all of the 
artists on the East End, even people I don’t know. 


What’s your favorite thing about errerem 
ing at The Surf Lodge? % 

I have two. ... I would say Mariana sed Maria, the 
two ated that have been there for many years. 
So I start my night with two beautiful Brazilian girls 
who are so stoked to see my band. They’re just the 
best. They take such great care of us. And the sec- 
ond is, I love when people get ... when they come to 
The Surf Lodge, they feel beautiful and they go out. 
And it’s wonderful to see people celebrating life and 
getting dressed up and looking wonderful, and that’s 
not to say we don’t have a few people who arrive in 
ripped shorts, and they're accepted, too. Everyone 
come as you are, but it’s a celebration of life every 
Wednesday, and it’s wonderful, it really is. It’s rosé 
and cocktails and lobster rolls, and beautiful, gor- 
geous food — and, God, it’s just ice — and rock ‘n 
roll. What's not to love? 


What do you hope guests take away from 
your performances at The Surf Lodge? 

I hope they understand that there has been an in- 
tentional commitment to local, original’music. There 
have been a lot of different sides to The Surf Lodge 
over the years, but I can only speak about my own 
experience, and it has been wonderful and so artisti- 
cally supportive from the very, very first day. There 
are so few places out here that get that, and Jayma 
(Cardoso, the owner) gets that. Jayma gets that we 
are artists and that we are here in the community. 
She could have anybody she wants play there on any 


night, and she has chosen to support not only myself — 


but several other musicians that have weekly shows 
there. ... love The Surf Lodge shows. Nothing is per- 
fect, but it’s pretty damn close.

he world continues to battle coro- 

navirus and all its variants. It has 
now become a serious disease for the 
unvaccinated who are filling up our 
nation’s hospitals and intensive care 
units. The virus needs uninfected and 
unvaccinated people to find and infect 
in order to survive. The Delta variant 
is spreading rapidly with 150,000 new 
positive COVID cases tested daily in 
the US and 1,000 daily deaths, which 
is on track to be 15,000 deaths for the 
month of August alone. The silver lin- 
ing in its rapid spread is that we will 
probably achieve herd immunity to 
Delta by December with so many get- 
ting infected and developing antibod- 


ies. Sadly, in that mix will be many 
deaths and disabled. 

Anti-vaxxers cry out that you can 
still get COVID even if vaccinated. 
What they forget to say is that at least 
there’s over a 90% chance I won’t be 
hospitalized or die if I am vaccinated. 
For example, in Michigan this month, 
25% of the cases who are COVID posi- 
tive are vaccinated but very few are 
being hospitalized or dying. Because 
it’s very hot in the summer in Florida, 
people gather indoors in the cool, 
dry air conditioning which facilitates 
the spread of the virus. It’s the oppo- 
site in the north where cold weather 
drives people indoors into dry, heated 
rooms with air propelled by forced 
air systems. On a happy note, the IV 


Regeneron cocktail antibodies have 
been working great against the Delta 
variant, and we will soon have an oral 
antiviral by Merck called molnupi- 
ravir that is to be taken for five days 
upon diagnosis. It’s working great in 
the Indian clinical trial. The Lambda 
variant in South Africa will be the 
next viral mutation for us to watch 
closely. 

In addition, booster shots will be 
offered as vaccine and natural im- 
munity seem to wear off by eight 
months. For those who had the John- 
son & Johnson shot, a study displayed 
in Time magazine recently wrote of 
480,000 South African healthcare 
workers who were vaccinated and 
had 70% less hospitalization and 90%

less severe disease or death even with 
the Delta variant. Our brave doctors, 
nurses, EMS, hospital custodians and 
clerks continue to face this: faceless 
monster.

“Classic is definitely my favorite

going to with him, so it’s very excit- 
ing.” 

Her father, Brendan O’Brien has a 
partnership called BBN Racing where 
they’ve owned around 20 race horses 
who he’s had a lot of success with over 
the years, so Samantha grew up being 
very familiar in the environment of 
horses and competition. She first be- 
gan riding at the young age of 5, but 
it was around the age of 13 when Sa- 
mantha started getting serious about 
riding and developed the passion to 
compete. Partly, her close relation- 
ship with her cousin who also rides, 
inspired her to get more involved in 
the equestrian world. 

“I first got started because my cous- 
in was a big rider, and that influenced 
me,” says O’Brien.

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Father Constantine Lazarakis 
As the Jewish High Holy Days ap- 
._proach, we are all, regardless of our 
religions, given an opportunity to 
contemplate two spiritual practices 
central to the Judeo-Christian -tra- 
dition: repentance and atonement. 
These words, in recent decades, have 
taken on a negative connotation and 
are largely misunderstood. It’s heart- 
breaking that we don’t understand them 
on a deeper level, not only because they are 
central Jewish and Christian practice, but also because they 
are universally relevant and imperative for spiritual growth. 
So, let me try to unpack them just a bit., 

Repentance: For many, the word conjures images of me- 
dieval monks inflicting self-harm and wandering around in 
hair-shirts. However, the Greek word means to “change one’s 
mind,” while the Hebrew word means to “return.” Therefore, 
repentance is not the negative act of beating oneself up for mis- 
deeds. It is the therapeutic action of looking at oneself through 
the lens of God’s mercy and unconditional love. Sometimes, 
getting back (i.e. returning) to your truest self is hard work 
and requires some pain — but it is about a positive change. It’s 
about getting back to the authentic you, the way your creator 
intended you to be, 

Atonement: This one, too, is misunderstood, often as a kind 
of cosmic tit-for-tat — retribution that must be paid to reset the 
big scales in the sky. But in its deepest meaning, atonement can 
be understood as a reconciliation. It makes whole that which is 
broken. It brings together those who were alienated. 

At the heart of both repentance and atonement is a deep 
abiding faith in God’s unconditional love and the power of His 
forgiveness. In a time when admitting fault is so rare, it is good 
to know that in spite of our mistakes, God still loves us and we 
can still love one another — we can always repent and atone.

Rabbi Josh 
Franklin 
‘The etymol- 
ogy of the word 
“atonement” 
stems from a 
contraction of 
three words “at- 
one-ment.” The idea 
behind this etymology sug- 
gests that when we reconcile with oth- 
ers, we are “at one” or in harmony with 
them, with God, and with oneself. 
During the period of Rosh HaShanah 
(the Jewish New Year) and Yom Kip- 
pur — known often as the Jewish High 
Holy Days — we explore the concept 
of atonement at length. In fact, “Yom 
Kippur” translates to “Day of Atone- 
ment.” One of the most useful Jewish 
tools for achieving atonement is the 
practice of what Jews call “teshuvah,” 


often translated as repentance, but re- 


ally, refers to return to the right path, 
or returning to one’s truest self. 

Yes, atonement requires that we 
reconcile with others whom we have 
harmed, but we must first begin with 
oneself. The great philosopher and 
theologian Martin Buber teaches that 
“any conflicts between myself and 
the other are only expressions of the 
conflicts in my own soul. I must seek 
to overcome these inner conflicts to 
emerge as a transformed person, at 
peace with myself, so that I may be 


able to establish new and transformed 
relationships with my fellow humans.” 
Of course, this idea runs contrary to 
how arguments are usually settled. 


We tend to try to resolve conflicts by 


arguing with others, believing that 
the source of the problem is tension 
in a relationship. Our conflicts with 
others, though, stem primarily from 
unresolved inner flaws that manifest 
as interpersonal conflict. This is why 
the practice of teshuvah (return to our 


_ truest self) plays such a pivotal role 


in the process of atoning for our sins 
against others. : 

One of the greatest ideas of Judaism 
is that everyone has the capacity to 
atone for just about any sin, because 
everyone is empowered with the abil- 
ity to turn back towards a path from 
which they have strayed. No matter 
how far you might wander, the path 
that you were meant to be on is await- 
ing your return. You don’t need to be 
Jewish or to celebrate the High Holy 
Days to understand that each and ev- 
ery one of us has the capacity to search 
ourselves to determine where it is that 
we have the potential to grow. Rosh 
HaShanah begins on the evening of 
Monday, September 6, and Yom Kip- 
pur on the evening of September 15.

Nhe country may be talking about lockdowns 

and permanent closures, but in Westhamp- 
ton Beach the Hampton Synagogue is thriving. 
The popular Jewish congregation — run by the 
_ oft dubbed rabbi-to-the-stars Marc Schneier — 
hasn’t let the pandemic slow it down. In fact, they 
_ plowed ahead with construction of a massive ad- 
- dition to their synagogue, named Jack’s House 
and the Levin Family Children’s Campus. The 
campus will encompass a full block providing 


facilities like an athletic field, volleyball court, © : 


regulation basketball court, swimming pool, 
playground, STEM learning center, music studio, 
art studio, library, multi-sensory learning and 
activity studio and a children’s chapel. 

“The campus is exclusively for the children of 
the congregation and for the children of the com- 


munity,” says Rabbi Schneier. “It’s going to be - 


_ a central point and an essential destination for 
children from all walks of life in our community. 
- The seating will be the kind of seating for little 
children and even the Torah scroll will not be a 
regular size, it will be more of a mid-sized Torah 


scroll, keeping with the theme of children. For: 


the children of the congregation, it’s going to be 
their sacred space, it’s going to be their chapel 
where they're going to congregate on Saturday 
mornings, with their junior congregation run- 
_ ning parallel to the service in the main center.” 
The campus is slated to be completed in spring 


f 2022. -7 : 


In addition to this unparalleled facility, Rabbi 
Schneier has announced that the Hampton Syna- 
gogue will be the recipient of two new projects 
_ by glass sculptor Dale Chihuly — an installation 
at the aforementioned children’s chapel and a 
separate Holocaust Memorial dedicated to the 1.5 
million children who were murdered during the 
Holocaust. Both projects are slated to be com- 
pleted in the upcoming months. .- 

’ How has Rabbi Schneier managed to pull off 
these impressive undertakings in the midst of 
the pandemic? “People were looking to galvanize 
around a big project, a big idea or a big initia- 
tive. They were looking for that ray of hope, for 
an initiative that would focus on the future and 
not on the present,” he says. “The congregation 
_ has really stepped up in the most magnanimous 
and generous way. I think that in this spirit, the 
Hampton Synagogue has been very unique in 
leading and setting an example of finding oppor- 
tunities in the midst of all these challenges and 
obstacles.” 

As for how Rabbi Schneier came to Dale Chi- 
huly specifically, it’s all thanks to his mother, 
Donna Schneier, who was an early collector of 

the artist’s work and has maintained a relation-

: ship with him for years. “She made the introduc- 


tion to Dale Chihuly, and he readily embraced the 
opportunity. He’s now turning 80, and he very 
much sees this as a legacy project at this stage of 
his life,” he says. : 

Rabbi Schneier goes on to say that the colors 
that Chihuly is featuring are those used at the

time of creation and explains what these col- 
ors represent. “They are the colors of the breast 
plates that were worn by the High Priests in the 
Holy Temple,” he says. “The High Priests had 12 
stones representing the 12 tribes of Israel and 
each stone had a different color, so it’s not only a 
question of his designing and creating pretty col- 
ored glass windows, but both the colors from the 
chapel — the 36 windows — and the Holocaust 
Memorial will be based on the colors of Biblical 
narratives.” 

In addition to the synagogue’s new children’s 
center, they now have a nationwide television 
platform where they televise their Shabbat ser- 
vices pre-recorded to more than 76 million 
homes across America on NBC/Comcast. “One 
can always look and one should look, for op- 
portunities in the midst of challenging times to 
bring people that ray of hope and that sense of 
optimism,” Rabbi Schneier says. 

Rabbi Schneier sees these art projects not 
only as opening up a whole new avenue for the 
children of the Hamptons community, but that 
they’re also going to translate into the Village 
of Westhampton Beach, becoming an art des- 


_ tination. “What we envision, because of these 


unique Chihuly glass installations, is that thou- 
sands of people will come from far and wide to 
visit the Hampton Synagogue Children’s Center 
and its campus. The avenue of arts will draw 
many wonderful people, art connoisseurs and 
art aficionados to the Village of Westhampton 
Beach.”

~ ¥ f you live on the East End, you’ve 
probably think you’ve been bitten 
by “chiggers” before, but chiggers have 
actually never been found on Long 
Island. Those itchy red bites are more 
likely the result of larval lone star ticks 
— and they are currently out and ex- 
tremely active! : 

Chiggers are actually mites found 
in the warmer climates of the South- 
ern states, and are not found on Long 
Island, according to entomologists. 
Lone star tick larvae are often mis- 
taken for chiggers due to the itchy red 
bites they leave behind, and their mi- 
croscopic size — they're smaller than 
the “star” dot found on adult lone star 
ticks’ backs. Luckily, the larvae don’t 
transmit tick-borne diseases, but 


they can give you the meat allergy, 


alpha-gal syndrome (AGS), which is 
a potentially life-threatening allergic 
reaction to the alpha-gal (galactose- 
a-1,3-galactose) sugar molecule found 
in mammalian meat. 

According to the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, AGS 
reactions can include rash, hives, 
nausea or vomiting, difficulty breath- 
ing, drop in blood pressure,. dizziness 
or faintness and severe stomach pain, 


usually within 3—6 hours of ingest- 
ing red meat or alpha-gal-containing 
products such as gelatin-coated medi- 
cations. Severity of reactions differ 
widely among those affected, from 
mild to dangerous. 

Brian Kelly of East End Tick & Mos- 


-quito Control says he’s seen an abun- 


dance of lone star ticks this summer 
and their eggs are already hatching 
into lone star tick larvae, which can be 


found throughout the East End in late“ 


summer. And, Kelly says, he’s -defi- 
nitely seen an upward trend this year. 

In June, Southampton allergist 
Erin McGintee told Dan’s Papers that 
she’s seen a significant increase in 
diagnosed cases of alpha-gal over the 
past year. Typically, she reports diag- 
nosing some 60 new cases each year, 
but that number rose to 91 cases due 


_to the proliferation of lone star ticks, 


among other factors. 

Ticks remain active whenever the 
temperature is above freezing, and 
with warmer winters over the past 
several years, they have become a 
year-round problem in the Hamp- 
tons and on the North Fork. To help 
curb the reproduction of ticks on your 
property, Kelly suggests continuing 
preventative spraying until the end of 
November and then having tick-pre-

At Home with Landscape Designer, 
Horticulturist Frederico Azevedo 


To see Frederico Azevedo’s work, 
one can look at properties in the 
Hamptons and elsewhere, a book 
about his design, Bloom: The Lumi- 
nous Gardens of Frederico Azevedo, 
magazine articles, galleries and tele- 
vision shows. 

He is an award-winning landscape 
designer, a member of the Association 
of Professional Landscape Designers, 
the American Horticultural Society 
and the Horticultural Alliance of the 
Hamptons. His designs have appeared 
in Architectural Digest, Robb Report, 
House Beautiful Magazine, Flower 
Magazine and recently on the cover of 
Modern Luxury Interiors: NY. Aze- 
vedo was also recently recognized by 
NY State Assemblywoman Rebecca 
Seawright for leadership. 

And in the Hamptons, his stores, 
the Garden Concept Store and The 
Garden Market, give a glimpse into 
ways residents can‘use plants to adorn 
their property. But one way, possibly 
the best, to get a window into the 
world of Frederico Azevedo is to see 
what he has done with the gardens 
at his own home, Casa Meu, which 
he shares with his partner, Alex and 
their French bulldog, Louis. 

The Bridgehampton-based designer 
recently provided a tour of how he 
transformed his property, Casa Meu, 
as an example of integrating interior 


and exterior design. 
“Good design,” he says, “can inspire 
people to spend more time outside.” 
“Casa Meu’s exterior gardens and 
landscaping are very much connected 
to the design of the interiors,” Azevedo 
says in a kind of guided garden tour. 
“Nature is brought indoors through 
planned views of the gardens.” 
Azevedo was born in Brazil and 
studied landscape design there, in 
England and the United States, and 
built an award-winning garden and 
landscape design practice in the 
Hamptons. He founded Unlimited 
Earth Care in 1993, later adding the 
Garden Concept Store, selling garden 
accessories, planters, outdoor furni- 
ture and objects d’art, and last spring, 
The Garden Market, a plant and flower 
store, adjacent to the Unlimited Earth 
Care’s Bridgehampton headquarters. 
Casa Meu, the name for his home, 
like the language of landscape design, 
is from a kind of language of its own. 
“Casa Meu isn’t exactly ‘my house’ 
in Portuguese,” he says. “It’s the way 
my son, Lorenzo, said it as a child.” 
Houses can provide refuge and 
stability, but in Azevedo’s view, with 
landscaping, they can be living, 
changing places where one can watch 
gardens grow and change as residents 
go through life. 
“Casa Meu is where my children 


grew up and where I share my life 
and the experience of nature with the 
people I love,” he says. “It’s where I’ve 
been able to create my dream gardens 
exactly as I envisioned them, with 
butterflies floating alongside the pool 
as the colors of flowers reflect in the 


water.” 


Gardens are seasonal and Azevedo 
says summer is meant to shine, as 
design embraces the warmest season. 
His book, provides some images of 
that. The outdoors is meant to be used 
and enjoyed, not as an afterthought, 
but a part of daily life. 

“I designed a home where life could 
flow outside,” he says. “In the sum- 
mer, the kitchen, living room, gym 
and dining room are all outside and 
we only go inside to sleep. I think it’s 
the best way to live.” 

The outdoors is meant to be a place 
where one spends time, not simply to 
be observed. 

A pergola with a bluestone patio 
provides a welcoming space and view. 

“The pergola is planted with knock- 
out roses to bring flowers upstairs 
and frame views of the rest of the gar- 
dens,” Azevedo says. 

Dogwoods bloom with white flowers 


near white oak trees. Windows frame 


views of the outdoors, integrating 


exterior and interior. Alliums attract 
butterflies and digitalis, buddleia, hi- 
biscus and pink and red roses attract 
hummingbirds. 

“When I’m outside, I want to be sur- 
rounded by the beauty of plants and 
flowers, but when I’m inside my house 
I want to be surrounded by the beauty 
of art,” he says. “I live among art that 
makes me happy, framed by views of 
green, even in winter thanks to some 
very carefully planned evergreens.” 

While most people look at landscap- 
ing as something to be enjoyed only 
outdoors, Azevedo says homeowners 
also may want to consider viewing 
gardens from within. 

“T think a good piece of advice fo 
anyone planning a garden is to consid- 
er how it looks from inside the house,” 
he says. “The views from inside the 
house are an important part of my de- 
sign process for all of my clients.” 

In addition to providing atmosphere 
and enhancing one’s home, garden 
and landscape design can’ enhance 
the atmosphere for entertaining. The 
garden, he says, can be the kitchen, 
dining room, living room, dance floor 
art and gallery. “I love to entertain,” 
Azevedo says. “We were especially 
lucky to be able to host.outdoors over 
the past year.”

ttorney Edward D. Burke Jr. has a 

time-tested reputation as a vigor- 
ous defense attorney, representing his 
clients both in the courtroom and the 
court of public opinion.

The place is near and 
dear to me, and it offers our youth 
many things year-round.” 

In their free time, Burke and his 
wife spend time with local friends 
and family. He is a frequent patron at 
75 Main in Southampton and enjoys 
supporting local businesses year- 
round on the East End, even during 
the colder months. For him, the East 


End lifestyle has some of its most 
precious moments during the winter 
time, when tourism has slowed and 
the pace of the quaint, Twin Forks vil- 
lages slow. 

“Our life on the East End is only en- 
hanced by our friends and family, who 


give us plenty of incentive to appre- 
ciate how precious life is on the East 
End,” concludes Burke.
